Simon 


Flexner, head of Rockefeller Institute 
tor Medical Research, cpcaUiner at the 
Johns Hopkins hospital anniversary, 
celebrated hero yesterday, added to 
what he has already 
publicly 
said 


about his work on infantile- paralysis. 


A year ago Dr. Flexner said here 


that he believed he had cultivated the 
germ of the dread disease. Formerly 
this germ was believed to bo invisible 
and It had been shown that it passes 
tillers which will hold back particles 
as large as the ordinary bacteria. 


Yesterday Dr. Flexner reported that, 


by cultivating the Kerm on a special 
kind of nourishing material It becomes 
visible with a high-power microscope, 
and that it is at least one-fifth 
the 


size of any known form of bacteria.

ease was transmitted through tho res- 
piratory channels rather than by In- 
sects, as some have held, and

bowel complaint. . For this reason 


every case of fever on a dairy fnrm 
should be rega.rded.with stispicion and 
ead to very careful handling of the 
milk.

play in keeping the milk supply, clean. 
They should never re'turn empty milk

A milk dealer who learns of'a 
case of sickness in a. family should 
keep the bottles from that house sepa- 
rated^ from the others and make.cer- 
tain that they arc very carefully ster- 
ilized before-they aro again used for 
milk.

TELLS HIS 


EXPERIENCE IN ENGLAND AND 
ELSEWHERE—STORIES OP WAR 


Among the Lowell people who have 


recently arrived home from Europe, 
after spending weeks near the scenes 
of many/conflicts are Mr. and Mrs. Jas. 
H. Mills of SG Dover street, residents 
of this city for many years. Mr. and 
Mrs. Mills have spent the greater part 
of the summer in different European 
countries .and although they met with 
many disagreeable circumstances, were 
not obliged to make their visit any 
shorter than planned as they stopped 
at the homes of relatives and had no 
difficulty in securing first class ac- 
commodations. 
- 


Mr. Mills had many gruesome tales 
to relate bearing upon tho war now 
raging. Although the latter part of 
his visit was spent in London ho was 
in touch with events at all times and 
took particular interest in the result 
of every movement on the part of the 
contesting armies. 


When the war was declared 
the 
Lowell man and his wife were motor- 
ing through Wales and in less than 
ono day after the news was spread, 
the price of gasoline jumped from 2S 
cents' to 52.50 a gallon. 
This fact 
greatly decreased the number of au- 
tomobiles and other motor vehicles In 
operation fn all the European coun- 
tries, except those taken by the" army 
ofttcials. • 


. At the outbreak of tho war, says 
Mr. Mills, it was impossible to travel 
even a short distance as all tho trains 
and other conveyances were used ex- 
clusively for rushing tho soldiers to 
th.o front. 
Automobiles, wagons, and 


also food and 
clothing, were com- 


mandeered by tho armies and imme- 
diately put to use. 
; Mr.' Mills spoke of the hundreds of 
thousands of Germans who were em- 
ployed In -English households during 
the early part of the war and of their 
shrewd ways in keeping in touch with* 
the people of their homo country. In 
tho clothing of many of tho Germans 
who. wore arrested as suspicious per- 
sons were found 
photogrnphs 
and 


maps of different fields' and bridges 
in .va'rious parts of 
England. 
Tho 


army officials who- investigated these 
matters believed that 
tho 
servants 


were' keeping in touch with tho war 
department of Germany and providing 
them with such information as was 
possible to secure.

PARALYSIS AT 


JOHNS HOPKINS HOSPITAL 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 0.—Dr.' Simon 


Flexner. head of Rockefeller Institute 
for Medical Research, speaking at the 
Johns Hopkins hospital anniversary, 
celebrated here yesterday, added to 
what he has already 
publicly 
said 


about his worlc on infantile paralysis. 


A year ago Dr. Flexner said hero 


that he believed he had cultivated the 
germ of the dread disease. Formerly 
this germ was believed to be invisible 
and it had beon shown that it passes 
lilters which will hold back particles 
as largo as the ordinary bacteria. 


Yesterday Dr. Flexner reported'that, 


by cultivating the germ on a special 
kind of nourishing material it becomes 
visible with a high-power microscope, 
and that it is at least one-fifth 
tho 


slzo of any known form of bacteria. 


Tho doctor said he believed the dis- 


ease was transmitted through the res- 
piratory channels rather than by in- 
seets, as some •'have hold, 
and 
ad- 


vanced tho theory 
that 
perfectly 


healthy persons often carried the gnrm 
in their bodies and infected children, 
that there were "carriers" of infantile 
paralysis, just as it is known that 
there are "carriers" of typhoid 
and

•equently traced outbreaks of scarlet 
ever and typhoid along a milk route 
nd back to a sick person on the pro- 
ucer's farm. 
It is the duty of every milk farmer 


see that no one who is suffering

airy. Moreover, no one engaged in 
urKmg the sick should ever be allow- 
rl to jro near milk.

laws had raised 


enough money to run. tho government 
and leave a surplus of .$3-1.000,000 last 
year.

FOR APPROVAL 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—The confer- 


ence report, on the Clayton anti-trust 
bill, already adopted by 
thfi senate, 


was agreed to by the house late yes- 
terday, 244 to 54, completing the anti- 
trust legislation program for this ses- 
sion. The bill now goes to the presi- 
dent. 


Twenty-two 
republicans 
and 
six 


progressives voted with the solid dem- 
ocratic membership for 
tho report. 


With rhls out of the way, congress has 
only tho war revenue- bill and the Phil- 
ippine measure to dispose of to bo 
ready for adjournment in 
accordance 


with the administration plan for the 
cession. 


The house Is expected to pass the 


Philippine bill, but it will not be con- 
sidered before adjournment In the sen- 
ate, whero debate on the war revenue 
measure began today. 


Primarily the Clayton bill, as finally 


enacted, fixes guilt upon individuals 
connected 
with 
corporations which 


violate tho anti-trust laws; prohibits 
unfair price discrimination and tho in- 
lorlorking of directors of two or more 
competing corporations or of directors 
of railroad corporations with 
stock 


supply companies; limit the Interlock- 
ing of bank directors. 


The bill also prohibits the existence 


of holding companies which 
would

Among1 the Lowell people who have 


recently arrived homo from Europe, 
after spending weeks near the scenes 
of many conflicts are Mr. and Mrs. Jas. 
H. Mills of SC Dover street, residents 
of this city lor many years. Mr. and 
Mrs. Mills have spent the greater part 
of the summer in different European 
countries and although they met with 
many disagreeable circumstances, were 
not obliged to make their visit any 
shorter than planned as they stopped 
at the homes of relatives and had no 
difficulty in securing first class ac- 
commodations. 


Mr. Mills had many gruesome tales 
to relate bearing upon tho war now 
raging. Although the latter part of 
his visit was spent in London he was 
n touch with events at all times.and 
took particular .interest in tho result 
of every movement on tho part of tho 
contesting armies- 


When the war 
was 
declared 
the 
Liowell man and his wife wero motor- 
ing through Wales and in less than 
one day after the news was spread, 
the prico 'of gasoline jumped from 2S 
cents to $2.50 a gallon. 
This fact 


greatly decreased the number of au- 
tomobiles and other motor vehicles In 
operation in all tho European coun1 
trios, except those taken by the army 
officials. 


At the outbreak of the war, says 


Mr. Mills. It was impossible to trave' 
even a short distance as all tho trains 
and other conveyances were used ex- 
clusively for rushing the soldiers to 
the front. 
Automobiles, wagons, and 


also food and 
clothing, were com- 


mandeered by the armies and Imme- 
diately put to use. 


.Mr. Mills spoke'of the hundreds 01 
thousands of Germans who wore em- 
ployed in English households during 
the early part of the war and of their 
shrewd ways in keeping in touch will 
the people of their homo country.

JOHNS HOPKINS HOSPITAL 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 9.—Dr. 
Simon 


Flexncr, head of Rockefeller Institute 
for Medical Research, speaking1 at tho 
Johns Hopkins hospital anniversary, 
celebrated here yesterday, added to 
what hn has already 
publicly said 


about his work on infantile paralysis! 


A year aso Dr. Flexner said hero 


that ho believed he had cultivated tho 
germ of the dread disease. Formerly 
this germ was believed to be invisible 
and it had been shown that it passes 
filters which will hold back particles 
as large as the ordinary bacteria. 


Yesterday Dr. Flexner reported that, 


by cultivating tho germ on a special 
hind of nourishing material It becomes 
visible with a high-power microscope, 
and that it Is at least one-fifth 
the 


size of any known form of bacteria. 
The doctor said he believed the dis- 
ease was transmitted through the res- 
piratory channels .rather than by in- 
sects, as some have held, 
and 
ad- 


vanced the theory 
that 
perfectly 


healthy persons often carried the germ 
in their bodies nnd infected children, 
that them were "carriers" of infantile 
paralysis, just as it is known that 
there aro '"carriers" of typhoid and 
diphtheria, who, while 
transmitting 


these diseases to others, do not suffer 
from them themselves.

by cultivating- the germ on a special 
kind of nourishing material, It became 
visiblo with a high-power microscope, 
and that it Is at least one-fifth tho 
size of any known form of bacteria.

disease was transmitted through the 
respiratory channels rather than by 
insects, as some have held, and he ad-
